By Faith Enoch was Tranſlated that he ſhould not fee 
Death, and was not found, becauſe God had tranflated 
hin ; for before his Tranſlation he had this Teſtimony, 
that he pleaſed God. Elijah lived after the Flood, 
yea, after the giving of the Law on Mount Sinai, 
and propheſied in the Days of 44ab King of Iſrael, 
to a Rebellious Nation. He was truly 4 Man of God, 
with Reſpect to his Miſſion and Authority, had ſpe- 
cial Vouchſafements of Grace and Power from God, 
was mighty in Prayer, and full of Zeal for the Lord 
of Hoſts, againſt-an Idolatrous and wicked People. 
The Signs of a Prophet were viſible in this Excellent

By his Inſpired Doctrine, and Inimitable Example, 
by his wiſe Counſels, and powerful Prayers, he did 
more for the Defence and Preſervation of Iael, 
than all their Chariots and Horſes,and other Warlike 
Proviſions.
